SCHOOL BOARD OF NEWBURY, 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING MARCH 1, 1893. 


The School Board respectfully submit the following report. 


No. 1. : 

Summer Term taught by Miss Carrie H. Cooper. We are 
pleased to say there are few teachers who take more interest 
in the advancement of their pupils, and labor more faithfully 
for that end than Miss Cooper. 


Fait Term taught by Mrs. H. M. E. Messer. The amount 
of work accomplished this term reflected great credit on 
scholars and teacher. 


No. 3. 
Mrs. Emma F. Cheney was engaged for a fall term of 


twelve weeks, but at the end of five weeks two of the pupils 
moved away, leaving only one to attend the remaining seven 
weeks. An agreement was made with Mrs. Cheney to close 
the school, and the scholar was transferred to No. 9, where 
she entered the classes, and, we trust, found it more interest- 
ing than it would have been in her own school alone. 


No. 5. 
Sprine Term of eight weeks and Fatt Term of six weeks, 


taught by -Miss Martha A. Williamson. Miss W. having 
always been a resident of this village, having the good will 
of parents and scholars, and knowing the temperament and 
capabilities of those she had in charge, entered cheerfully 
upon her duties. The teacher labored hard, and the progress 
was as great as could be expected under the circumstances. 
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Winter Term of six weeks. -This term was placed in charge 
of Mrs. E. C. Eaton, who for many years has rendered faith- 
ful and valuable service, both here and inthe West. Her 
punctilious attention to every detail] of her duty, and ber sin- 
cerity of purpose, won the respect of all associated with her, 
and the result was a great amount of knowledge gained. 


No 6. 
This school has been under the supervision of the Bradford 
Board. 


No, 7. 

Summer Term taught by Miss Amanda Leach, an experi- 
enced teacher; all worked in unison and aquitted themselves 
well. 

Fatt Term taught by Miss Bertha M. Brockway. Ambi- 
tious to accomplish the greatest amount of work in her allot- 
ted time consistent with thoroughness, she worked faithfully 
dnd well. The scholars are smal!, but examination passed 
pleasantly and reflected great credit on teacher and pupils. 


No. 8. 
Spring & Fatt Terms taught by Miss M. B. Allen. We were 


very fortunate in securing Miss Allen’s services. Having 
taught this school before, she knew just how to make the 
most of the talent which each pupil possessed. Whena 
teacher has taught one term and the parents are anxious to 
secure her services for another, it shows that entire satisfac- 
tion has been given. Just such a recommendation Miss Allen 
came to us with. 


No. 9 

Spring Term of eight weeks, taught by Mrs. Cora R. Blodg-. 
ett. Mrs. Blcdgett sustained her reputation as an excellent 
teacher for the young. Marked improvement was noticed in 
the smaller classes during the eight weeks, and advancement 
in the school. 


Fatt Term of twelve weeks, taught by Mrs. E C. Faton, 
who accomplished a great amount of work. There is some 
exceptionally fine tallent in this district, and a good teacher 
can work to great advantage. Miss Maude Eaton taught ten 
weeks eee ene: There belonged to this ‘district three weeks 
in last year’s score, but circumstances over which we have no 
control occurring, there were but two kept. Miss Eaton fol- 
lowed out the plan of the last teacher, and two weeks of solid 
work was done. 


No. 10. 
Spring TrErm of eight weeks and Fatt Term of twelve weeks 


were taught by Miss Mary A. Chase. This was Miss Chase’s 
first attempt at teaching. That she accomplished good 
results from her work is evident from the appreciation of the 
parents and all interested. The twenty weeks’ work done 
here stamps her a successful teacher.

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GENERAL REMARKS. 


There have been in the aggregate one hundred forty-four 
weeks of school, taugbt by female teachers. Number of chil- 
dren reported by Selectmen sixty; thirty-eight boys and 
twenty-two girls. 

Upon the principles which have been outlined in the past, 
we have tried to conduct the trust committed to our hands. 
The teachers have comprehended these principles and acted 
upon them, and we do not hesitate to say that excellent work 
has been the resuit. We have had in our schools a corps of 
teachers who we confidently believe were conscientious and 
enthusiastic in their work; to them teaching implies more 
than a certain amount of study in a text-book. The essential 
thing in teaching is that the interest of the child be aroused 
in whatever work is before him, and the mental powers stim- 
ulated to activity. Itis only by a recognition of this fact 
that a teacher can succeed. 

No important changes have been made in the course of 
study the past year. Readers have been changed and history 
placed before our scholars. We wish more care might be 
exercised by the parents in advising pupils on entering school 
as to which studies to pursue, for in many cases the choice 
has been left entirely to the scholars, and an unwise choice 
has been made in many instances 

The schools the past year have not been subject to any 
serious interruption, either from sickness or dissatisfaction 
with teachers, to the extent of parents removing their chil- 
dren from school.
